TECHNICAL EDUCATION 


A LOCAL NEWSPAPER CRITIC OF THE 

technical school proposal says it would not so 
ahead with the project “unless tit can first be demon¬ 
strated beyond contradiction that not only will the 
local technical courses secure a full enrolment 
throughout the years, but also that those who com¬ 
plete them will have no difficulty in finding em¬ 
ployment.** 

This reminds us of the mother who told her 
daughter she could go swimming but not go into the 
water. Is there any reason to supfxfee that the ^outh 
of this community are less enthusiastic about oppor¬ 
tunities to improve their lot in the competitive labor 
market than the youth of Vancouver? That city’s in¬ 
stitution is so crowded, of course, that a new building 
is required. \V n 3* of its former pupils, moreover, 
have gone out to first-class positions in the Province. 
If technical schools in other parts of Canada, in the 
United States, and in hundreds of towns in Great 
Britain have been of such benefit to hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pupils, why should Victoria hesitate to try 
one? 

Jf it is not possible for the local educational 
authorities—who are in a position to obtain all the 
information they may desire about technical schools

This 
step beyond question was prompted by the steady 
disintegration of the order which has been going on 
during the last two or three years. Members hive 
been dropping out by the thousands, particularly in 
the southern States where the many outrages perpe¬ 
trated by klansmen under the cover of masks aroused 
public sentiment so strongly against the order that 
it was bound to suffer. In some states the klan has 
been under heavy attack from the authorities and 
quite a number of shining lights in the order have been 
cooling their fanatical ardor behind the sombre walls 
of penitentiaries. Moreover it was only a matter 
of time when the order would have been unmasked 
by process of law all over the country so it has de¬ 
cided to change its regalia «» well as its name volun¬ 
tarily. 

Some American newspapers think that the un¬ 
masking of the klan means the end of the order. No 
longer, say* The Brooklyn Eagle, will the shrouded 
faces .march in the dusk of the evening behind a 
fiery crow. And with the mask go some of the 
secret and weird ceremonies of the organization as 
well as the fat profits from manufacturing the re¬ 
galia. Within a few years there will be very little 
left of the Klu Klux Klan of the Knights of the Great 
Forest, as it is now constituted, because its members 
could get no thrill out of it without its mask and fan¬ 
tastic ritual.

March la the month for grafting over 
trees to new varieties. Split grafting 
Is generally practiced on large branches, 
miillt grafting on small twigs about 
the siat of a lead pencil. 

In grafting, new wood la chosen from 
the top of bearing trees, top wood mak¬ 
ing best scions. This Is cut into pieces, 
about six Inches long, and cut wedge- 
shaped at one end. so that when the 
cleft U opened with the grafting knife, 
tlie wedge flu tightly Into It.
